Student  Offers  Evidence  for  Workers 
In  Utah  on  IVlinintuiii  Wcige  Laws 


Few  students  realize  there  is  a 
minimum  wage  law  in  Utah.  This 
law  covers  women  and  minors  in- 
the  retail  trade,  public  house- 
keeping, laundry,  cleaning,  dye- 
ing and  pressing,  and  restaui’ant 
industries. 

WITHIN  THE  retail  trade  and 
public  housekeeping  industries 
the  minimum  wage  is  $1.00  per 
hour.  The  minimum  for  the  res- 
taurant and  laundry,  cleaning, 
dyeing  and  pressing  industries  is 
$.95  per  hour.  Both  of  these  min- 
imums  apply  whether  the  em- 
ployee is  paid  on  a time,  piece- 
rate,  commission,  or  other  basis 
of  pay.

are  articles  pertaining  to  hours, 
tips,  gratitudes  and  commissions, 
deductions,  meals  and  rest  per- 
iods, and  vacations.  Some  of  the 
following  are  generally  less 
known  by  the  public. 

CONCERNING  hours.  Article 
3,  Section  D states,  “For  female 
employees  who  report  for  work, 
or  whose  shift  terminates  be- 


tween the  hours  of  12:00  mid- 
night and  6:00  a.m.,  adequate 
transportation  to  or  from  the 
employee's  residence  shall  be 
•made  available  at  no  cost  to  the 
employee.  The  employer  shall 
see  that  facilities  are  available 
for  securing  hot  food  and  drink 
or  heating  of  food  and  drink  dur-

Valentines? 
Here  Come 
Some  Facts

As  part  of  its  public  service 
to  readers,  the  Daily  Universe 
feels  that  the  public  should  re- 
ceive the  complete  facts  on  Val- 
entine’s Day. 

The  first  point  in  dispute  is 
not  who  Saint  Valentine  was  but 
which  one  he  was.  At  least  two 
Valentines,  one  of  Rome  and  one 
of  Terni,  gained  immortality  by 
being  decaptitated  on  Feb.  14, 
270  A.D.  — give  or  take  a little. 

ONE  LEGEND  HAS  it  that  an 
emperor  called  Claudius  the  Cruel 
by  his  devoted  subjects  forbade 
marriage  to  encourage  wholesale 
enlisting  in  the  army. 

Saint  Valentine,  one  of  them, 
ignored  the  edict  and  continued 
to  marry  couples.  He  was  finally 
dragged  away  from  his  alter  and 
incarcerated  in  a dungeon.  Here 
he  continued  to  perform  the  cer- 
emonies through  the  bars  until 
I Claudius  lost  his  head  and  so  did 
Valentine. 

That’s  one  version.  Nobody 
knows  anything  about  the  other 
one.  This  was  very  poor  organ- 
ization, and  what  began  as  a nice, 
trim  saints  feast  turned  into  a 
general  catch-all. 

SOMEWHERE  along  the  line, 
a young  nudist  from  Rome -named 
Cupid  joined  in  flourishing  his 
bow  and  arrow.  In  the  general 
confusion,  nobody  threw  him  out. 

The  ancient  Romans,  who  cel- 
ebrated the  Lupercal  or  Feast  of 
the  Wolf  on  Feb.  15,  decided  that 
wolves  and  marriage  were  closely 
related  and  contributed  their  fer- 
tility festival  honoring  Juno  and 
Pan  to  the  general  mash. 

A distinguishing  characteristic 
of  this  Lupercal  Festival  was 
that  a young  man  drew  the  name 
of  a girl  from  a box  and  they 
then  “enjoyed  each  other’s  com- 
pany” for  a year.  The  young  man 
wore  the  girl’s  name  on  his  sle- 
eve during  that  time. 

GEOFFRY  CHAUCER  added 
the  finishing  note  when  he  mis- 
takenly recorded  that  birds  mated 
on  Feb.  14,  thus  making  it  the 
indisputable  day  of  lovers. 

The  custom  of  giving  gifts 
seems  fairly  ancient.  It  did  not 
take  too  long  for  the  women  to 
persuade  the  men  that  they  alone 
should  be  the  recipient  of  the 
gifts.  'The  girls  still  generously 
sent  their  swains  valentines. 

Valentines  developed  from  the 
homemade  protestations  of  love 
to  a slightly  more  professional 
product  copied  from  books  full 
of  verses  to  be  written  on  val- 
entines to  the  mass-production  of 
article  flourishing  today  on  the 
tore  shelves. 

METHODS  OF  distributing 
valentines  varied  with  the  era 
and  area.  BYU  students,  on  ques- 
tioning, revealed  “how  they  did 
j it  when.” 

I Elsworth  Berget  of  Oregon 
I used  • to  “buy  one  for  everyone 
I and  then  sneak  one  for  a special 
I girl.”  This  was  to  prevent  his 
; parents  from  teasing  him. 

Susan  Hunt  and  Susan  Ord  of 
southern  California  used  the 
“put-on-the-doorstep-knock  - and 
run”  method. 

A SPECIAL  variation  appar- 
ently used  only  in  southern  Utah 
is  to  kick  the  door  instead  of 
knocking,  according  to  LaDawn 
Rasmussen. 

LeRoy  Gunnell  of  Orem  con- 
nected Valentine’s  Day  with 
heart-shaped  cookies  or  jello  for 
supper.  ' 

Sparky  Sparks  of  Los  Angeles 
California  had  the  most  colorful 
memories  of  Valentine’s  Day  in 
grade-school.  “We’d  exchange 
them  at  recess,”  he  recalled,  “and 
then  play  kissing  games.”

1, 2, 3 Steps  to  Greater  Car  Costs 


This  is  special  reading  for  students  who 
are  car  owners  from  outside  Utah. 

If  the  state  legislature  passes  a proposed 
law  to  have  out-of-state  students  and  other 
persons  register  tlieir  cars  and  pay  property 
taxes,  here's  tlie  straight,  inside  information 
on  what  you  will  be  doing. 

1.  You  hop  in  your  out-of-state  car  with 
title  or  registration  in  hand  and  drive  down- 
town to  the  Utah  Stale  Tax  Commission  of- 
fice. 

2.  The  man  giyes  you  a form  to  fill  out. 

3.  You  start  filling  it  out. 

4.  You  jaunt  over  to  the  police  station 
to  have  an  officer  check  your  vehicle's  serial 
number. 

5.  You  complete  the  form  and  return  to 
the  tax  office. 

().  They  approve  the  form,  tell  you  how 
much  property  tax  you  will  pay,  acid  on  $6 
for  plates  and  send  you  away  with  the  blue 
and  white  metal  sheets  in  your  hand. 

Sounds  basically  quite  simple.  You  might 
like  to  know  a little  more  about  the  property 
tax  bit.  The  tax  is  computed  on  a sliding  per- 
centage scale  based  on  the  blue  book  price 
for  your  car  and  its  age. 

Now,  in  that  car  you  dash  down  to  the 
tax  office  in  is  a 1959  Ford  Galaxie,  you  pay 
$116.50.  You  see,  the  blue  book  price  on  such 
a car  is  $1165  and  the  property  tax  on  a 
1959  car  is  10  per  cent.  If  your  Galaxie  has 
power  steering  and  automatic  transmission, 
your  tax  assessment  would  be  $127.50. 

The  following  scale  has  been  given  by  the 


Utah  County  Assessor’s  office  for  figuring 
out  your  own  tax. 

On  1963  cars  tax  is  28  per  cent  of  the 
blue  book  price,  1962  is  24  per  cent,  1961  is 
18  per  cent,  1960  is  14  per  cent,  1959  is  10 
per  cent,  1958  is  8 per  cent,  1957  is  6 per 
cent,  1956  is  4 per  cent,  1955  is  2 per  cent. 

Now,  Galaxie  owner,  you  are  from  Cal- 
ifornia and  this  properly  tax  deal  is  making 
you  very  happy  since  the  tax  rate  is  higher 
in  your  home  state.  So  you  dash  down  and 
buy  plates  planning  to  make  a savings  as 
well  as  obeying  the  Utah  law. 

Well,  between  now  and  summer  learn  to 
spot  police  cars  at  a distance  of  several 
blocks  and  .become  adept  at  avoiding  them. 
Because  you  will  have  to  buy  California 
plates  and  pay  a California  property  tax 
wlien  you  return  to  your  home  staU  and  get 
a summer  job.  If  the  police  catch  you,  that 
is. 

Oregon,  Washington  and  other  western 
states  have  similar  laws  which  require  that 
persons  residing  in  the  state — even  just  foi’ 
the  summer — and  earning  money,  have  to 
have  home  state  license  plates. 

Maybe  you  had  better  cut  out  this  edi- 
torial and  save  it  so  you  will  know  what  to 
do  when  you  go  home,  if  the  police  do  catch 
you.  You  might  console  yourself  if  that  hap- 
pens with  the  thought  that  you  will  be  among 
the  priviledged  few — along  with  a flock  of 
interstate  trucks  and  other  Utah  school  stu- 
dents— to  have  more  than  one  plate  to  dec- 
orate your  vehicle.

Memo  fo  Senate: 


Meauftigfiil  Constitutional  Changes 


Criticism  aimed  at  student  government 
hits  partially  at  the  student  workers  them- 
selves who  may  for  various  reasons  not  be 
as  effective  in  their  jobs  as  they  dreamt  of 
doing  after  the  election  and  appointing  mar- 
athon of  Spring  1962. 

But  we  feel  tliat  failure  of  student  gov- 
ernment inevitably  is  partly  the  result  of 
the  organization  which  has  developed  with 
varying  degrees  of  hazard  over  the  last  doz- 
en years. 

This  is  a good  time  to  question  that  or- 
ganization,. since  the  Senate  is  faced  with 
the  responsibility  of  re-writing  the  student- 
body  constitution — for  the  third  time  in  five 
years — to  adapt  student  organization  to  the 
new  student  union  building. 

Since  we  participated  in  the  re-writirig  of 
the  studentbody  constitution  two  years  ago, 
perhaps  we  have  a jaundiced  and  pessimistic 
outlook.  But  it  was  touted  as  a major  recon- 
struction of  student  organizations  to  allow 
them  to  function  efficiently.  And  it  wasn’t. 
There  was  almost  no  consideration  of  any 
real  changes. 

Most  of  tlie  Senate  meetings  devoted  to 


the  project  were  spent  haggling  over  unim- 
portant details  or  explaining  and  re-explain- 
ing until  it  was  hard  to  remain  interested. 
Final  decisions  were  made  after  the  Senate 
had  lifted  its  two-hour  limit  on  the  meeting 
and  they  were  rushed  through  amid  the  con- 
fusion of  Senators  leaving  early  and  Sena- 
tors wishing  they  had  the  courage  to  leave 
early. 

We  have  heard  the  resultant  constitution 
critized  many  times.  And  we  have  seen  that 
the  illogical  and  confusing  parts  of  student 
organization  were  not  changed  or  clarified 
at  all. 

We  intend  to  take  a critical  and  careful 
look  at  this  year’s  Senate  as  they  work  on 
this  constitutional  change.  We  intend  to  pub- 
lish a record  of  what  they  do,  and  we  intend 
to  say  what  we  think  of  it. 

We  hope  the  Senate  will  be  able  to  handle 
the  complexities  of  the  problem  in  a way 
which  will  make  life  easier  for  future  stu- 
dent leaders  and  will  make  student  govern- 
ment more  meaningful  for  the  mass  of  stu- 
dents.

U.S.  Troops  Returning  from  Germany 


{UPI>--The  Defense  Depart- 
ment disclosed  last  night  that  it 
has  brought  home  from  Europe 
about  15,000  of  the  more  than 
40,000  U.S.  Army  troops  sent  to 
the  continent  during  the  Berlin 
crisis  in  late  1961. 

A spokesman  said  that  “some- 
thing less  than’’  25,000  more 
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may  be  brought  home  during  the 
fiscal  year  starting  next  July  1. 
Plans  for  that  year  have  not  yet 
been  finally  worked  out,  the  Pen- 
tagon said. 

The  Defense  Department  state- 
ment was  issued  more  than  24 
hours  after  United  Press  Inter- 
national disclosed  that  Defense 
Department  plans,  barring  some 
new  emergency,  called  for  de- 
creasing the  size  of  the  U.  S. 
Army  in  Europe  by  40,000  men 
over  the  next  two  years. 

The  Army  in  Europe  was  ex- 
panded to  more  than  273,000  in 
the  Fall  of  1961  when  Russia 
mounted  a threat  to  the  freedom 
of  West  Berlin. 

The  reduction  now  planned 
would  drop  U.S.  ground  forces 


on  the  continent  Ifo  about  the 
size  they  were  when  President 
Kennedy  took  office. 

Last  night’s  statement  was  the 
first  disclosure  of  the  number  of 
soldiers  already  returned  to  the 
United  States  since  the  Berlin 
crisis  subsided-  and  Army  cuts 
began. 

Gen.  Earle  G.  Wheeler,  Army 
Chief  of  Staff,  told  Congress  last 
week  that  a “large  percentage” 
of  men  sent  to  Europe  in  the 
buildup  had  been  brought  home. 

In  the  buildup,  the  Army  sent 
3,000  men  for  assignments  to  its 
five  divisions  in  Europe,  17,000 
“fillers”  for  logistics  and  other 
purposes,  and  20,000  in  smaller- 
Ihan-division  units.  It  also  sent  a 
tank  regiment.

Rusk  Says  Soviet  Troop  i 
In  Cuba  Remain  a Thred 


(UPI)  --  Secretary  of  SJatc 
Dean  Rusk  last  night  called  for 
early  withdrawal  of  Soviet  troops 
remaining  in  Cuba,  and  said  the 
Russian  forces  constitute  a dan- 
ger to  Cuba  itself. 

“The  authorities  in  Moscow 
and  Havana  must  recognize  that 
Soviet  military  elements  in  Cu- 
ba do  not  insure  the  peace  of 
Cuba,  but  poison  the  atmosphere 
and  increase  the  dangers,”  Rusk 
said.  “The  sooner  this  source  of 
potential  trouble  is  eliminated, 
the  better  for  everyone  con- 
cerned.” 


Rusk*  made  his  remarks  a « 
dinner  address  during  a St 
Department  foreign  policy 
ference  at  the  Hollywod  Pall  ‘ 
ium.  Ho  reiterated  that  the  L 
ted  States  is  “reasonably 
tain”  that  Soviet  Premier  Nil* ' 
Khruslichev  has  pulled  out 
the  offensive  weapons  he  seci  ‘ 
ly  introduced  into  Cuba.

ing  these  hours.” 

Section  F states,  “Each  day  an 
employee  is  required  to  report 
to  work  and  does  report  for 
work  but  is  not  put  to  work,  or 
works  two  hours  or  less,  such 
employee  shall  be  paid  for  not 
less  than  two  hours  work  at 
their  regular  wage.” 

“In  no  case  shall  tips  or  grat- 
uities from  patrons  or  others  be 
counted  as  part  of  the  minimum 
wage.  No  employee  shall  be  re- 
quired to  report  tips  for  this 
purpose.” 

ARTICLE  7 states,  “Where 
the  wearing  of  uniforms  is  a 
condition  of  employment,  the 
employer  shall  furnish  the  uni- 
forms free  of  charge  and  pro- 
vide for  their  laundering  and  up- 
keep.” 

Concerning  deductions,  the  law 
states,  “No  employer  shall  make 
any  deduction  from  the  wages 
of  an  employee  on  account  of  a 
cash  shortage  unless  it  be  shown 
that  the  shortage  was  caused  by 
a wilful,  careless  or  dishonest 
act  of  the  employee.” 

“At  least  a ten  minute  rest 
period  shall  be  provided  .for  each 
woman  or  minor  who  shall  be 
required  to  work  more  than  two 
and  one-half  consecutive  hours. 
Such  rest  period  shall  occur  a' 
least  once  in  every  four  hours 
or  fraction  thereof.”

DIXIE  currently  leads  the  In- 
termountain College  Athletic  Con- 
ference (ICAO  race  with  a 7-% 
conference  record,  and  there  is 
every  indication  that  the  Rebels 
will  g<?-  on  to  wip  the,  champion- 
ship. Their  only  loss  came  a the 
hands  of  Boise  who  are  second  in 
ICAC  standings  at  the  present 
time. 

Idaho  State  has  defeated  Boise 


three  times  this  year  and  has 
dropped  one  tilt  to  them.  They 
split  in  a pair  of  games  with 
Utah  State’s  frosh  and  fell  twice 
to  the  University  of  Utah  frosh. 

DIXIE  CENTER  Rusty  David- 
son leads  the  ICAC  in  scoring 
and  was  a member  of  the  BYU 
frosh  team  last  year.
